Ghild Injuries Increase 
Farm Accident Rate 


The first half of May witnessed 
more farm casualties 
than 
any 
similar period within the past few 
years, according to a report re­ 
ceived by the Cook County Farm 
Bureau from the Illinois Agricul­ 
tural 
Association department of 
safety. 
“ Although the rush of spring 
work alw’ays results in increased 
farm accidents this season has been 
notably bad . . . especially from the 
standpoint of child injuries. 
“Too much attention cannot be 
given to the need youngsters have 
for mature warnings against play­ 
ing around farm machinery. The 
most thoughtful parent will con­ 
sistently refuse his child permis­ 
sion to ride on farm machinery. 
Some of these implements are not 
made to carry the operator too 
safely, let alone passengers,” the 
report stated.

Magnolia and Flowering 
Dogwood at Palatine 
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Botanist-Writer 


Reports These Trees 
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inches in size, the petals white on 
the inner surface and variously 
rose or 
blue-purple outside, so 
characteristic of the magnolia fam ­ 
ily ( Magnoliaceae). 
This family contains a number 
of species, mostly too 
tender for 
our climate, but hardy hybrids are 
obtained by crossing certain Ja p ­ 
anese species, as Magnolia Yulan 
with our Magnolia obovata of the 
Southern States. 
It is a strange fact that the 
crossing of these tender 
species 
produce a hybrid 
that is 
quite 
hardy, so we may enjoy this m ag­ 
nificent tree, beautiful even in leaf 
and in fall when bearing those pe­ 
culiar cones. These latter usually 
drop off during winter. 
The finest specimens of the hardy 
magnolia in all this region, to my

THERE IS Excitement in Pal 
“ Yes! There definitely is excite­ 
ment in Palatine.

For the life 
of me I can’t figure it at all. I 
don’t know where it began or how, 
which is the middle and where does 
it end. 
So I ’m starting right in 
and adding my penny’s worth to 
the rest of the mess. 
“First of all I’ll begin with the 
rumor that concerns me directly. 
The rumor that I wrote the article 
entitled “Can Five Teachers Be 
W rong” appearing in a recent ed­ 
ition of the Enterprise. I am in­ 
deed highly complimented, but be­ 
ing a modest soul I can not, hon­ 
estly accept the compliment. Rut 
I doff my hat and give my cheers 
to the lady who did write it. 
There have been a lot of accusa­ 
tions of the teachers, principal and 
school board, but these were the 
first words of defense I have heard.

They have defin­ 
ite rules to follow and we the peo­ 
ple, who elect them should be sure 
that they are qualified for the of­ 
fice. 
These qualifications to con­ 
sist of sound knowledge of educa­ 
tional methods, and administrative 
ability. After all you wouldn’t send 
in a man who had never seen a bat 
to pinch hit with the tieing run on 
base. 
“It is the duty of the school board 
member to acquaint himself with 
all duties pertinent to his office, 
and as a Judge Landis it should 
certainly be the duty of the hoard 
to listen impartially to the de­ 
fense as well as the plaintiff and 
then give a fair decision. It some­ 
times takes courage and “guts” (a 
very fine medical word) or, if you 
prefer intestinal fortitude to do 
this.

“The principal, Mr. Clettenberg.

Trees or other plants 
from another latitude have not the 
of spreading much, if at all, 
i favorable situations may be- 
acclimated as in th 
illustrated.

“As 
for 
the 
teachers. 
Is 
it 
their fault that the colleges and 
normal schools are all teaching 
and advocating the so-called new 
teaching methods. I don’t approve 
of it particularly myself, but cer­ 
tainly I don’t blame the teachers. 
And, a good many of these meth­ 
ods are not new*. 
The Phonetic 
method was taught when I w’ent 
to 
school 
and 
the 
“word 
and 
phrase” method is now taught. Do 
you know that this is an old old 
method. How do I know? Recause 
I was fortunate enough to look 
through a teachers’ text book, and 
dog-gone me if it wasn’t very much 
like present day readers without 
the pictures and the books were in 
use in 1870. And so history re­ 
peats itself. 
“As far as discipline 
is con­ 
cerned. the home and the school 
used to bi* ruled by the rod. To­ 
day we try to rule by instilling a 
respect for authority law and or­ 
der. It therefore follows that there 
must be ** close cooperation be­ 
tween the school and the home if 
this respect is to he maintained. 
Certainly there can be no respect 
for authority in the school if there 
is no respect for authority in the 
home. This is a much more diffi­ 
cult task and I believe a much more 
lasting one. So let us not be cheer­ 
ing the infield fly and booing the 
line dri\e. 
“And a tip to you modern par­ 
ents. In the home I still find the 
ruler a very persuasive instru­ 
ment just to have 
around 
even 
though seldom necessary to use. I 
feel that we as parents if we are 
sincerely interested in the school 
as a. w hole and not in just our own 
children then we should play oall 
with the school board 
and the 
school staff. If there are problems 
that need attention, let us as par­ 
ents g i.e them our unbiased con­ 
sideration; meet with 
the school 
board aud the school staff and find 


Is the little one-room, one-teach­ 
er school house in Palatine Tow’ii- 
ship still to remain and continue to 
try to convince the parents and the 
public that one teacher can teach 
thirty, forty and sometimes fifty 
children in eight grades and give 
them an education so that they 
can compete in a highly competi­ 
tive world with young men and 
women being educated in modern 
schools such as are available in 
cities and tow’ns? 
There was a meeting held at 
District 16 on May 9 this year be­ 
tween Noble J. Puffer, his assistant 
and the directors of five of the 
school districts. Inasmuch as the 
people were turned away from this 
meeting and the meeting held be­ 
hind locked doors, w’e do not know’ 
what progress was made towards 
remedying the disgraceful condi­ 
tions existing in the rural districts. 
But we do hope 
that they 
did 
something to open 
the road to 
abolish forever the one and two 
classes daily that the children are 
now getting in the country schools. 
This is causing them to stumble 
through high school due to their 
poor foundation on which to build 
an education. 
We all know* that the finest thing 
that we, as parents and a Commun­ 
ity, can give our children and the 
young people of our Community 
is a good education. 
As we are 
now', we are failing in that. We 
are cheating all of the children in 
our Commun’ty in our mania for 
economy. And have we really got 
economy after we have cheated our 
children by sending them to a one- 
room, one-teacher school to receive 
their one and if lucky, two classes 
per day? We have not! We, District 
13, are paying the same rate as 
Palatine, $1.07, and many of the 
districts are paying even more. 
The ideal thing to do is for the 
entire Palatine township to con­ 
solidate all their antique, inef­ 
ficient little one-teacher schools in­ 
to one fine consolidated school lo­ 
cated in Palatine, the same as 
Crystal Lake has had for the last 
20 years. Or, the same as our high 
school, except to furnish transpor­ 
tation for the children and take 
them off of the dangerous highway, 
out of the severe storms in bad 
weather, and away from molesta­ 
tion by adults, which I have per­ 
sonally seen in our 
community. 
Make them safe and comfortable 
while going to school and treat our 
children as children. 
In addition 
to being subjected to the hazards 
of 
the 
highways, 
severe 
cold 
weather, storms and molestation, 
they are being deprived of an ele­ 
mentary education. 
On May 25, 1939, I stopped at 
the Hicks Body Co., Inc., Lebanon, 
Indiana, which has been in the bus­ 
iness of manufacturing school bus 
bodies for many years, and secured 
some 
information 
about 
school ! 
buses, and the cost of same. 
In answer to my questions, they 
told me that the usual way a school 
district handled a situation like 
ours was to buy the bus body and 
let out a bid to people with a suit­ 
able truck chassis 
on which to 
mount the body, and haul the chil­ 
dren to school for the nine month 
term. They thought the usual bids 
were for about $50.00 or $60.00 per 
month to furnish the truck chassis 
and haul the children to and from 
school'. 
Since the cost of school 
ins bodies is reasonable, I think 
this is a splendid suggestion for 
the entire Palatine Township. 
A 16’8” all metal school bus body 
seating 36 children in adult seats, 
with all of the safety devices, em­ 
ergency door, signs, signals, etc., 
can be bought by a school district 
for $704.40. 
We, of the rural districts, can 
have the better schooling for our 
children and also haul the high 
school children to school as cheap 
as we can run our one-room school I 
houses, and Palatine can have a bet­ 
ter school .for their children in a 
fine big consolidated school. 
And, in addition to that, it will 
boom Palatine’s business in bring­ 
ing all of these people who number 
in the thousands, and give them a 
home town, which we haven’t at 
this time. 
We are scattering our 
business all over the country. 
Crystal Lake has a fine large 
consolidated school, grade and high 
school, modem to the last detail, 
and their tax rate is low’er than 
out District No. 13’s rate of $1.07, 
or Palatine’s $1.07. Crystal Lake’s 
consolidated elementary school tax 
rate is $1.01. 


Several people including myself, 
visited this school which is com­ 
plete with large gymnasium, sewr- 
ing room, domestic science room 
and kitchen equipped in the very 
latest manner, and found that in 
addition to their regular studies 
they have instruction in manual 
training, music, art, domestic sci­ 
ence, gym, etc., with transporta­ 
tion for the children, and all for 
$1.01—.06c less per hundred than 
we are paying for what our chil­ 
dren have to take under the condi­ 
tions that we have in the rural dis­ 
tricts in Palatine township. 
As real red blooded American 
people, let’s get behind this cause 
and further our American Fund­ 
amental Principles by really edu­ 
cating our children and chase that 
demon who is snarling at our chil­ 
dren’s future out of our commun­ 
ity. 
Please help us give the rural 
children a chance.

In the past ladies summer fin­ 
ery and gents light togs have had 
to take severe punishment from 
the heavy dust clouds rolled up 
by track harrows working between 
races. Many a bright-huel holiday 
ensemble has been wrreckcd by an 
afternoon of dust clouds w’orked 
off a dry racing 
strip 
by the 
sharp-toothed harrows. Track of­ 
ficials know that the dust nuisance 
can sharpen a temper alm ost as 
quickly as a losing mutuels ticket. 
The new' track device, which will 
be introduced at 
the Arlington 
Park meeting opened June 26, is 
a combination of sprinkler and 
harrows mounted on a fast track.

C., June 3—By 
one of the smallest m ajorities re­ 
corded during the present British 
Parliam ent, 11 is M ajesty’s Govern­ 
ment, under Prime M inister Ne­ 
ville Chamberlain, was successful 
rn securing the adoption of a new 
policy for Palestine. It has caused 
considerable concern in W ashing­ 
ton. Since reports of the new pol­ 
icy have reached the National Cap­ 
ital repeated appeals have been 
addressed to the President of the 
United States and the Secretary 
of State to make a vigorous pro­ 
test to the 
British Government 
against this new policy for P a la ­ 
tine. 
A very strong sentim ent has ex­ 
pressed itself iii our Congress dur­ 
ing the past two weeks to the ef­ 
fect that G reat Britain, for pure­ 
ly political reasons, is sacrificing 
a solemn prom esc it made to the 
Zionists th at Palestine would be 
the national home 
of the Jews. 
While the United States is not a 
member of the League of Nations 
under which the British M andate 
over 
Palestine is governed, the 
people of the United States have 
r. very real interest in tho Balfour 
promise to the Zionists. Not only 
has a great amount of American 
capital been invested in m aking 
Palestine a Jewish national home, 
but following the* Balfour Declara­ 
tion 
inaugurating 
it 
President 
Woodrow Wilson expressed Ameri­ 
can approval of the pledge. 
Since the Balfour Declaration of 
UH? and the establishm ent of the 
British M andate over Palestine in 
1323, the Zionists have looked up­ 
on the Holy Land as their home— 
a haven of refuge front oppression 
and persecution. The Balfour Dec­ 
laration was undoubtedly issued to 
win the support of the Jewish peo­ 
ple in behalf of the Allied Powers 
in the conduct of the World W ar. 
In a sense it was a political pledge, 
but that fact does not make it any 
less binding. It may he* said to be 
a promise of reward for services to 
the Allied Powers and those ser­ 
vices having been rendered, vic­ 
tory attained, it is felt that all the 
Allied Powers are at least morally 
bound to keep a promise. 
The so-called W hite Paper issued 
by Groat Britain reads in pertin­ 
ent part: “ll. M. governm ent there­ 
fore now declare unequivocally that 
it is not part of their policy thai 
Palestine should become a Jewish 
stale.’' This has been interpreted 
as being an outright repudiation of 
promise to the Jew ish |»eople, and 
coming at this particular time adds 
to the difficulties confronting them 
in Europe today. It aggravates the 
vital problem of Jew ry as to w he re 
to go to e.-Ncapc* the oppressions and 
persecutions 
in 
Europe. 
They 
have naturally’ looked to Palestine 
as the place of refuge, anc! the 
question arises as to whether the 
homeland of their fathers is also 
to be closed to them. 
However, the 
British 
Govern­ 
ment may explain the new policy, 
it is undoubtedly true 
that 
the 
param ount reason for it is political. 
As the Balfour Declaration of 1917 
was issued to win the support of 
the Jewish people in the conduct 
of the World W ar, this White Pa­ 
per of 1939 no doubt was issued 
with a view to gaining the support 
of the Arabs in the event of a w ar 
between 
Great 
Britain and 
the 
Rome-Berlin axis. The Arab world 
is an im portant factor in Eng­ 
land’s domination of the M editer­ 
ranean. 
Vital to G reat Britain is her 
navy and indispensable to a navy 
is oil. About 30 per cent of the oil 
imported by England comes from 
Arab territory. 
This constitutes 
one of the reasons why the British 
Government is anxious to keep the 
A rab states on friendly term s and 
represents one of the “political 
reasons” 
for 
the 
recently 
an­ 
nounced policy with respect to Pal­ 
estine. 
Great Britain is thus accused of 


repudiating an obligation to the 
Zionists in order that she may ad­ 
vance her imperial needs. 
It is 
abundantly’ clear th at in the- great 
game of international politics as 
being played in Europe today’ moral 
and legal obligations are sacrificed 
for m ilitary and econonvcs power.

“A number of farm ers have in­ 
dicated their interest in eradicat­ 
ing Bang’s disease from their herds 
at this time and are requesting the 
necessary papers from Dr. J. J.

Many of the calves come pre­ 
m aturely and the cow proves to be 
a poor milker. (Obviously, it does 
not pay to keep such a cow in 
the herd even though milk is cheap. 
It is felt that eventually the 
city of Chicago will make require­ 
ments for such a test and farm ers 
who do not have their herds clean 
will be in a very bad position. The 
state of Wisconsin, has for a num­ 
ber of years, been leading Illinois 
on B angs testing and we wouldn’t 
be surprised if they would make 
a bid for the Chicago m arket know­ 
ing th at Illinois is a little slow in 
getting their herds 
cleaned 
up. 
While imported cows are supposed 
to have passed a test we suspect 
personally th at many of the dairy 
cows sold out of Wisconsin as free 
of abortion may not have been as 
represented. This is an assertion 
that cannot be established 
at all 
but the history of herds th at Pave 
brought in cows from that state 
show they are not always free from 
abortion.

YOUNG PIGS UNTHRIFTY? 


Holsteins Included 
By Committee To 
Improve Herd Stock 


For a great m any years certain 
European countries have been de­ 
veloping a method of introducing 
the very best possible blood into 
their herds through artificial b rew ­ 
ing associations. This worked so 
successfully th at it was tried some 
tim e ago in the state of New J e r­ 
sey with success and at the present 
tim e two organizations are being 
form ed in the state of Illinois. One 
is practically in operation in south­ 
ern Illinois. The state university, 
under the direction of Dr. Robert 
G raham , is working out a num ber 
of problems involved in the l>eef 
cattle herd a t th at institution. 
Recently a m eeting was held at 
Woodstock and was attended by 
dairym en from most of the coun­ 
ties in tin* Chicago milk shed. At 
th at meeting about 500 Holsteins 
were indicated as possible members 
in an organization in this terri­ 
tory'. A good proportion of these 
cows were from Cook county. A 
committee was set up with Mr. C. 
S. Rhode of the Dairy Extension 
D epartm ent of the State University 
farm . On the committee from Cook 
county is Geo. O. Fairw eather, O.l 
G. B arrett and Farm Adviser C. j 
A. Hughes. Details of the assoria- j 
tion will be developed as rapidly I 
as possible, 
It will be possible for a farm er 
to dispense with a bull altogether 
on his farm if he wishes to put 
all of his cows into such an asso­ 
ciation or a fan n er may enter five 
or ten or any such number of cows 
from which he expects to secure

and other roots. A pig needs the 
equivalent of % pound of tankage 
a day or one-half a gallon skim 
milk a day to balance up a ration 
when they are on full feed.

W ills—Generally' speaking, good 
wills are not as difficult to prepare 
as most people believe. Bad wills 
are nearly alw ays a result of w ant­ 
ing to provide for t«>o many con­ 
tingencies, hasty preparation, had 
gram m ar or failure to regard the 
fairly simple requirem ents of the 
la\T. 
The Illinois legislature has def­ 
initely set out the essential ele­ 
m ents of a valid will. 
Briefly 
stated, they are as follows: 
1. A man 21 or a woman 18 years 
old, of sound mind and memory’, 
m ay make a will. 
2. The will m ust be in w riting 
and signed by the maker, or by 
someone in his presence by his di­ 
rection. 
3. The will m ust lie witnessed 
and signed in the presence of the 
m aker by two credible witnesses 
who will sw ear before the county 
court th at they saw the deceased 
sign the will, or that they acknowl­ 
edged it to h<* his act. 
Dates and add resses are 
not 
necessary* in a will, although it is 
a good plan to insert a date show­ 
ing when it was made. The lang­ 
uage should Ik* simple and direct, 
so it will not be m isinterpreted. 
Due to the fact th at courts have 
had to construe the moaning of 
particular phrases in 
wills and 
have found it necessary to give 
them m eanings which may not al­ 
ways correspond with the m ak­ 
e r’s intent, it is worth while to 


consult a com petent law yer about J 
tho wording of the instrum ent. 
Wills may be used to d is u s e of 
all kinds of property*, both real and 
personal, to create* tru sts, or to 
give m any d'fferent kinds of lim it­ 
ed interests to desired parties.

A little later on when cattle 
begin to come in from the grass 
we expect beef prizes to recede a 
little and there will not be quite 
as attractive stock yards m arket
